In Driving Trucks 
Over Chinese

HOME FOR CHRISTMAS 




In a letter dated "somewhere 
in Kwcichow, China", Francis 
Starr, son of Mr. and Mrs. Elm- 
er Starr, Newmarket, describes 
the difficulties in transportation 
encountered on Chinese roads. 
Written from the back of a 
truck which was suffering from 
. motor trouble, Francis notes that, 
though vulnerable as far as band- 
its are concerned, the weather 
was some compensation, being 

warm and sunny. 

Francis is attached to a 
Friends* Ambulance unit work- 
ing out of China. Excerpts Xrom 
his letter follow: 

"I had high hopes that I'd be 
able to send you my Christmas 

message from Tengchung on the 
China-Burma border but fate 
was working agin me and the 
other day I was started with a 
convoy to Chungking. At the 
present time I'm mounted on the 
tailboard of my truck with the 
bed-roll of a Philadelphia insur- 
ance underwriter for a seat ana 
the trunk of a Scottish lab tech- 
nician for a desk. Put your 
finger on the road half way from 
Kunming to Kweiyang and you 
will have me covered. 

"This is my first journey into 
this part of the country but Fve 
seen few sections more desolate 
and more awe-inspiring than 
what I can sec from here. There 
isn't a human being or human 
habitation in sight and all the 
good earth I can see is a mas* 
of naked, rocky mountains 
reaching into the sky. 



'The evening before last as we 
were neaxing the top of a hill 
my engine gave up the struggle 
and since then we have been 
sitting here. I don't know what 
the bandit situation is here but 
we are certainly vulnerable. 
Nevertheless we have spent two 
nights in the open and will prob- 
ably have to spend two more. 

We couldn't pow-wow (break- 
down) under more favorable 
circumstances. The days are 
warm and sunny and there is a 
full moon at nights. We had 
recently been given a good sup- 
ply of rations by some evacuat- 
ing Americans and I brought 
along a couple cases so we are 
more than surviving. A south- 
bound F.A.U. convoy went 
through yesterday and by now 
our plight should be known in 
Kulsing so a rescue mission 
should soon be here. 

"A Ford truck that has been 
considerably altered by Chinese 
mechanics and Chinese roads 
since it said 'goodbye' to Dear- 
born has just wheezed by and 
the accompanying cloud of dust 
halted my literary operations for 
a bit. The delay has given me 
an opportunity for reflection on 
what things may be like back 
home just now. It's a little diffi- 
cult to remember what winter is 
tike as I sit here in the shade 
in a state of semi-nudity but I 
suppose Onlarians will soon be 
having weather that will remind 
them that Christmas is coming 
up fast."

Newmarket, the public school 
board Friday night authorized 
the three school principals to 
jointly spend up to $1,000 on 
books for the classrooms.

The board accepted the resig- 
nation of Miss Amelia Rogers, 
for many years on the public 
school teaching staff, who has 
been on sick leave since last 
summer. Miss Rogers' letter 
said that she was resigning be- 
cause of ill-health. 

The desks in Principal H. A. 
Jackson's grade eight room in 
King George school are being 
replaced by chairs and tables. 
The desks will be moved to 
Stuart Scott school.

Said one member, "The fire to 
which the newspaper made ref- 
erence was an unfortunate affair, 
but no fire brigade could have 
done more than Aurora, since 
the house in question was gutted 
before any alarm was sent in." 
Aurora brigade responded 
promptly. 

(The fire in question destroyed 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Prior, Srigley St.', within a half 
mite of Newmarket town limits, 



Dec. 10. Newmarket fire brigade 
did not attend the fire.) 

Clerk Crawford was instructed 
to make reply, on motion of 
Councillor L. J. Harper, explain- 
ing the situation regarding at- 
tempted negotiations with the 
town of Newmarket in the past. . 

Another motion offered by Mr. 
Harper authorized the reeve to 
sign the request of Aurora high 
school board asking the county 
council to define the Aurora high 
school area in accordance with 
the Department of Education. 

The War Assets Corporation 
submitted a list of goods for sole 
by tender after Jan. 2 next, in- 
cluding cranes, shovels and 
tractors. 

The treasurer reported that 
with the payment of about $250 
in road accounts there was still a 
balance of about $800 in the ap- 
propriation that is unexpended. 
Recently the budget was en- 
larged by $i,800 and approved 
by the department of highways. 
The total spent on roads this 
year is $20,880.07 which included 
a big item for snow plowing lost 
winter.

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District Boy Among Those 






Newmarket and district resi- 
dents were shocked to hear last 
week that Pte. Henry C. Jones, 
Cedar Volley, was one of the 114 
Canadian soldiers who were 
"allegedly murdered" by the 
Nazis when taken prisoner dur- 
ing the invasion of Normandy 
on D-Day, June 6, 1944. 

Pte. Jones was the younger 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Jones who reside on a farm on 
the 7th concession of Whitchurch 
township. Mr. Jones is himself 
a veteran of the Great War. 

Pte. Jones attended Shrub- 
mount public and Pine Orchard 
continuation schools, and before 
his enlistment, he was employed 
in a Toronto electrical plant. 
Enlisting in September, 1943. 
Pte. Jones was just 18 years old 
when he went overseas in April, 
1944 and had only been over two 
months when he took part in the 
big raid in which he lost Ids 
life. 

Pte. Jones is survived by his 
parents and one brother, Bertie, 
who has been overseas for the 
past five years.

The need for a businessmen's association on 
Mam bt. is demonstrated once again mis enrist- 
mas season, 'lhere will be no Cxiriscmas market 
10 speak of this year because nouung nas been 
aone towards organizing it on a large scale and 
advertising it among tne farmers and potential 
purchasers. There was no Santa Claus parade 
oecause there was no one to organize it. Every- 
one has been "too busy" to do anything. 

The customers are in the dark as to store hours 
and holidays. How late will stores stay open? 

Will they be open Monday? There has been no 
association that could act in the interests of all 
merchants by declaring the hours stores will be 
open and what holidays they will observe. Here> 
is poor service to ihe public. 

This Christmas has been a successful one from 
the merchants 7 point of view. There is plenty of 
buying power and while war enforced shortages 
still persist, there is more stock on the shelves 
than last year. Main St. merchants have enjoyed 
considerable prosperity but what of the years 
ahead? Can they always count on getting by as 
they have this year without the benefit of a 
Christmas market, and a Santa Claus parade, and 
the service to customers in the way of announc- 
ing hours and holidays? 

Merchants will find that in the coming years, 
i there will be more competition from other towns 
' and Toronto. As transportation becomes easier, 
more money will go to the city. As merchandise 
becomes available, more will shop in larger 
centres. Unless the 'merchants can advertise 
Newmarket as a shopping centre through a 
Christmas market ond Santa Claus parade, to 
mention only two methods, they will find they 
are losing much potential business.

ANOTHER SIDE TO 
FARMERS' INCOME TAX 



Last week, there appeared on this page, under 
the heading, What Others Think, an editorial 
from The Financial Post, Toronto, which contain- 
ed figures which purported to show that the 
farmer lagged far behind the rest of the popula- 
tion in the payment of income tax. According to 
the figures contained in the article, income taxes 
paid by the farmers on the 1943 income amount- 
ed to S7.2 millions which was 1.4 percent of the 
total income lax paid for that year. 

The editorial continued: "In the meantime the 
public remains in the dark as to what progress 
if any has been made in clearing up an altogether 
unsatisfactory situation. 

"Dominion tax officials have intimated that an 
army of collectors would be needed to enforce 
the income tax act so far as agriculture is con- 
cerned. They have offered this as an excuse for 
Ihe relatively poor showing so far revealed of 
tax collections from farmers." 

The editorial urges that the matter be turned 
over to the senate committee investigating income 
taxation for consideration of not only ways to 
collect the tax but also the repeated assertion 
that income taxes on farmers arc too high. 

From the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
however, comvs the announcement of a brief 



presented by the president, H. H. Hannam, before 
the senate committee, urging a revision of income 
tax laws as they apply to the fanner. Mr. Han- 
nam offers three major recommendations: that 
the farmers' income for taxation purposes be 
averaged over a period of at least four years; 
that farm workers be exempted from tax deduc- 
tions at the source; the establishment of a "basic 
herd plan*' to overcome the difficulties found in 
assessing income tax returns from herd reduction 
or dispersal sales. A fourth consideration was 
that a farmer is not permitted any allowance as a 
substitute for wages nor can his wife have the 
advantage of earning up to $tJ0O without taxation 
as far as her work on the farm is concerned. 

The need for an averaged basic income for tax- 
ation purposes is obvious. Weather and price 
fluctuations give the farmer a wide range of in- 
come over the course of several years. In one j 
year he might have a high income while the 
previous year, he may have operated at a loss. 
Faying tax on an irregular income is more costly 
than paying it on a steady income. 

As far as tax. deduction at the source for farm 
workers is concerned, it is argued that funnel's 
who adhere to the regulations often lost their 
help or had to pay the tax out of their own poc- 
kets. The recommendation for a "basic herd 
plan"* arises from the regulation which at present 
considers all returns from herd sales as income, 
irrespective of the capital invested in the breed- 
ing herd. 

From the argument advanced by Mr. Hannam 
it would appear that it is not a case of farmers 
wishing to "beat the government" on income tax- 
es as implied by The. Financial Post figures, but j 

of making the methods of income taxation con- 
form with existing conditions. There is no en- 
couragement for the farmer to pay his tax if he 
is taxed in a manner, which as indicated by Mr. 
Hannam, takes no consideration of conditions 
governing his income. 
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One of the surest ways of testing ice to see 
whether it is hard enough for a good game of 
shinny, according to school boy tradition, is to 
throw a rock on it.

In 
the interests of posterity, we suggest that if the 
shinny players must throw stones, they throw 
only little ones so that their fathers may be pre- 
served a few years longer.

Aurora fire brigade answered 
26 calls for help from Dec. 15, 
1944, to Dec. 15, 1945, five of 
which were in Whitchurch town- 
ship, five in King township and 
one in Markham township. Of 
the 15 calls in Aurora, only three 
losses were reported as follows: 
Alfred Willingham, Kennedy St., 
$6,000; Mrs. William Smith, Met- 
calfe St., $750; and Thomas Rog- 
ers, Gumett St., $50; for a total 
of $6,800. "The Willingham fire 
came in zero weather, at a time 
when the roads were barely 
passable and it had gained too 
big a headway when it was dis- 
covered," Fire Chief Harry Jones 
told Aurora town council in 
making his annual report. In 
addition to regular calls, nine 
false alarms were answered and 
nine practices were held. 

The volunteer fire brigade 
during the year contributed $400 
Xo war charities including the 
Red Cross, sent two gifts of 
cigarets to Aurora boys serving 
overseas, had a banquet for 150 
returned service men, bought 
three pumps for the fire engine, 
repainted the old fire truck, and 
acted as special police on many 



occasions, all at their own ex- 
pense. A further banquet for 
boys returning home will be held 
in the spring. 

Fire drills at the high and 
public schools were carried out in 
good time but Chief Jones re- 
quested the council to consider 
the fire marshal's recommenda- 
tions which had been sent to the 
Aurora public school board. 

"I have seen the report, but 
except for the town hall rooms, 
which are under the control of 
the council, it is up to the school 
board.", said Mayor Ross Linton. 

Chief Jones recommended that 
a window on the second floor of 
the town hall building be lower- 
ed to the floor, with a crash door 
installed, and a platform and 
steps built to the ground. 
This was the plan suggested by 
the fire marshal to present an- 
other exit from the upstairs. 

"I agree something will have 
to be done in the matter," said 
the mayor. "The new council 
will have to take steps to get it 
done early in the year." 

The council was unanimous in 
approving the fire brigade^ -re- 
port.

there is no Santa Claus— Jn Italy. 
No one runs down to a well- 
decorated tree on Christmns 
morning to look for presents. 
Brightly colored flowers deco- 
rate the room instead of Christ- 
mas trees, and presents are not 
exchanged until Jnn. C. 

On that night, an old, old 
lady, La Befana, walks from 
house to house and leaves a 
present beside each little child 
she visits. 

Exactly 1,540 years ago, ac- 
cording to the Italian legend, La 
Dcfana was very busy sweeping 
her kitchen when several men 
dressed like kings stopped in 
front of her cottage. They ask- 
ed her where Bethlehem was, 
but she had never heard of it. 

Thc men told her about a baby 
which had been born In Bethle- 
hem, and mentioned a star which 
had been guiding them. The old 
lady wished she could accom- 
pany them when they left her In 
search of the infant Jesus. 

But La Befana stayed home. 
It was getting too dark out, and 
besides, thc baby could wait un- 
til tomorrow. Later that night 
she noticed the sky quivering 
with light. The clouds seemed 
to take thc form of nngcls. All 
thought of sleep left her. Rising, 
she carefully wrapped two gifts 
for the Holy Baby, then ran out 
into the night in the direction 
the kings had gone. 

Fast as she hurried, she had 
not reached Bethlehem when the 
star disappeared and dawn filled 
the sky. She frantically nsked 
the way to Bethlehem, but no 
one could 1cH her. 

And so La Befana has con- 
stantly travelled since that day, 
searching for the Christ Child. 
On thc Epiphany, 12 days after 
Christmas, she goes from house 
to house, looking Into tho faces 
of babies. With each the leaves 
a gift, hoping that at last she will 
give her presents to the right 
child.

Legend Says St. Nick 
Was ShyJH "Thanks' 

The slocking custom is said to 
have started with St. Nicholas, 
original Santa Claus, a Greek 
bishop, Nicholas of Myra, who 
lived in thc fourth century. He 
was both generous and shy, and 
hated to be thanked for the pres- 
ents he was continually making 
to those in need. 

Once he climbed to a roof top 
and dropped a purse of gold 
down thc chimney so that he 
would not he seen. The money, 
instead of falling in thc fire, 
lodged in a child's stocking that 
had been hung up to dry on thc 
mantlepiece 

His act became known, and 
thereafter whenever unexpected 
gifts came from unknown 
sources they were attributed to 
St. Nicholas. 



Since that first Christmas 
when the angels sang Glory to 
God on Highest, music has been 
a vital part of the holiday sea- 
son, schools, churches and homes 
ring with joyous hymns and 
songs. The first singing of 
carols in the streets, we are told, 
was in tho year 1224. 

When we' think of Christmas 
we think of thc pictures you see 
on Christmas cards of houses al- 
most buried in snow, candles 
burning in windows, and carolers 
grouped around a doorway, sing- 
ing with all their hearts lo thc 
distant peal of church bells. 
Christmas must have been pic- 
turesque in those days, no auto- 
mobiles whizzing by, just the 
merry jingle of sleigh bells. 

Hark, the Herald Angels Sing 
was written in 1730 by Charles 
Wesley, younger brother of John 
Wesley, who founded the Metho- 
dist denomination, but was not 
published until 1856. Inspiration 
for thc poem came to Wesley as 
he walked to church one Christ- 
mas morning. 

Bishop Phillip Brooks, rector 
of the Holy Trinity church in 
Philadelphia, was asked by his 
Sunday-school children to write 
a, Christmas song, so in 1868 he 
produced Oh Little Town of 
Bethlehem. After writing thc 
hymn he went to the church 
organist and asked him to furn- 
ish a tune. The organist, Lewis 
H. Redner, says the air came to 
him in a Christmas dream, and it 
was finished for thc next day's 
services. 

But most beloved of all Christ- 
mas music is Holy Night, Silent 



Night, written, we are told, by 
Father Josef Mohr, who found 
himself without means of music 
for the Christmas services be- 
cause mice had eaten the bellows 
of the organ Father Josef was 
greatly troubled over the calam- 
ity, and as he returned from ad- 
ministering rites to a dying 
woman he stood on a hilltop, at 
midnight, and it come to him 
that it must have been just such 
a silent night that thc Christ 
child was bom, so he went home 
and composed thc words to our 
famous Christmas hymn 

Then, of course, it needed mu- 
sic, so he wept to his old school- 
master, Franz Gruber And so 
Franz played his guitar and 

Father Josef sang a Christmas 
hymn that will never die. 

Few think of this lovely hymn 
without remembering how we 
watched our radio dial at Christ- 
mas time for its rendition by 
one of thc most beloved of sing- 
ers, Madame Schuman-Heink. 

Oh, those were days of 
simplicity, when rectors casting 
about for suitable Christmas pro- 
grams turned poets, and organ- 
ists turned composers to furnish 
thc music, music that goes on 
forever. 

They would, indeed, be grati- 
fied if they could hear our pres- 
ent Christmas day programs, 
pouring out of n little cabinet in 
tho corner, their labors of love 
have come a long way from that 
steel guitar and a gentle voice 
replacing a nibbled bellows, 
they'd be surprised to learn their 
flock now docs its Christmas 
shopping to their inspirational 
tunes.

In 1G59 the general court of 
Massachusetts, following the ex- 
ample of the English parliament, 
enacted a law providing: "any- 
body who is found observing, by 

abstinence from labor, feasting, 
or any other way, any such day 
as Christmas, shall pay for such 
offence five shillings." Thc law 
remained in effect until 16111. 
The repeal, however, was bitter 
to old Puritanisms, which kept 
Up an even protest down to the 
early part of the present century. 



BURNING YULE LOG 
OLD COUNTRY CUSTOM 



Centuries ago huge fires were 

built in thc great baronial halls 
in England on Christmas eve and 
servants brought in n log that 
was to burn throughout the 
Christmas feasting. It was cus- 
tomary to save n brand from 
each year's fire to light the next 
one with. If thc log was prop- 
erly burned it was believed that 
the devil was powerless to do 
any mischief in the household. 

One story has it that stockings 
were originally hung by fire- 
places burning Yule logs in order 
to absorb the odor of thc burn- 
ing wood and thus give the 
wearer protection from evil.

True, the terrors of 
crucifixion had only begun; yet 
the scourging with leaded thongs 

was enough to bring man to the 

verge of death; certainly to a 
state of weakness and agony that 
would excuse self-pity. Christ 
had endured the mocking; the 
double trial following desertion 
and betrayal. 

We may say reverently, speak- 
ing of Jesus as a man, that these 
words were the result of habit. 
What a man says or does at a 
supreme moment in life depends 
largely on habits he has formed. 
A selfish coward who has in- 
dulged in selfishness all his days 
pushes before others out of the 
burning building or sinking ship; 
the hero is not created at the 
moment; he was in the making 
long before. So with Christ. 

His unselfish existence upon 
earth made it possible to forget 
Himself even as the nails tore 
His flesh. He must have real- 
ized His utter helplessness; His 
hands so often obedient to His 
will to heal and bless men were 
powerless. When He healed the 
high priest's servant, it was the 
last act with His hands on earth. 
He could do no more. Yet the 
passion for "others" fills His 
soul. 

His deep pity and love that 
j foresees the results to these men 
for _ what they do bursts all 
around. He yet uses His Spirit- 
ual power to bless them and the 
tender words: "Forgive them" 
come straight from His heart. 

These words were the com- 
mencement of His priestly inter- 
cession. Verily: He lost no time. 
Even as He presented the sacri- 
fice He pleaded its virtue; 
henceforth He 'iivcth^ to make 
intercession." 

Oh how the world is cold, in- 
different, rejectful and scornful, 
yet He pleads for them, pleads 
on. He liveth the life of Heaven 
to plead for men. "Father for- 
give" is still his cry. 

He was anxious we should 
learn to forgive also or He would 
not have said in the model pray- 
er:. "Forgive — as we forgive." 
But do we? Brooding over in- 
juries received is not forgiving. 
We must not only forgive but 
we. must forget. How often we 
remember the hurts and pity 
ourselves, brood over them, tell 
others about them, tell others we 
forgive but still remember the 
unkindness. This is not true 
forgiveness. We often tell of our 
helplessness to human souls. We 
have done our best yet failed. 
All! glimpse the nails again. Yet 
Christ prays, "Forgive them 
Father, they know not what they 
do." He used a weapon that 
shook Heaven, prayer. We too 
may intercede. 

Standing true to our priest, 
Christ Jesus, we too may plead 
for men. Do you use this power? 
Are you praying for the wander- 
cring son or daughter? Do you 
still pray for souls? Where is 
your passion? Are you content 
»o let people slip down to Hell? 
What does the picture of the 
Saviour praying for you, "Father 
forgive," mean to you? What 
love, what compassion. He is in- 
terceding for you. Will you not 
ask Him to forgive you? He will.
